THE MISSING LINK. 


That some of these conclusions, 
here so positively stated, may be mod- 
ified by future discoveries, is highly 
probable. Especially as to the dis- 
covery of some “primordial stock,” do 
we think this to be the case. That 
such stock once existed is not neces- 
sarily true; that all trace of it has 
vanished is imprebable; and not ear- 
lier than the dawn ofthe Pliocene is 
it necessarily needful that one should 
go to seek for such traces. The Plio- 
cene epoch was not a matter of a few 
years, and what Sie formations of that 

e, in other continents, contain that 

all threw light on .nan’s origin, have 
yet to be gathered. When the Plio- 
cene strata of Africa and Asia have 
been carefully examined, and they are 
found to cuntain no traces of man 
more primitive than those of Califor- 
nia and elsewhere then it will be pro- 
per to expect that such traces will be 
found in Miocene.
